Then, wide-eyed, he stares into the 
distance. He is one of the first of 
genius: he has discovered. liquor. 

Drinking, I believe, made small 
progress in the first few thousand 
years. The savages made their 
fermented beers, and their palm- 
pulp wines; civilisation evolved 
smoother varieties of the same; but 


fundamentally: there was little dif- - 
ference. 


In drinking any drink 
straight, one comes close to the 
primitive. The giant drinkers of the 
past consumed the simplest of drinks. 
That, perhaps,,was why they could 
be great drinkers, The staple drink 


.of antiquity was wine—mainly be- 
‘cause the early civilisations were 


grape-growing ivilisations. The 
wine of Italy, in the days of the 
Romans, was much the same as it 


is to-day. -The Caesars flogged their 


jaded brains with Asti Spumante 
and Chianti.’ The Greeks found in- 


spiration in the wines of Chios and . 


Samos—wines which present-day 


dealers would probably describe as | 


“Port-type.” 


But they did ae mix their drinks, 
they watered them, rather. Half 
wine, half water, was a‘ strongish 
mixture for the Greeks. The: Sou- 
therners never could hold. ‘their 
liquor like the men of ‘the North. 
One had to go to the cold places, to 
find the really great drunkards, The 
Saxons were notorious for it. They 
drank, beer and mead. Their beer, 
one imagines, was a kind of pale 
ale; or, alternatively, a species. of 
dark lager. It blew them out and 
sent them to sleep. - Brandy did not 
come until relatively late. In the 
Middle Ages, it was something of a 
rarity; and later, it was prized like’ 
gold—eyen used as a mens of ex- 
change. : 


But wine was always with us. The 
Duke of Clarence was drowned in a 
butt of Malmsey. (A. wine, there~- 
fore, ‘with plenty of body.) .But 
wine- consumption was, like every— 
thing else in life, determined by his- 


‘torical event. In . the days of the 


Tudors, the drink ‘of - the British 
nobility was Sack—in other: words, 
Dry Sherry. ‘Then, when. the Span- 


“ish wars held up the supply, we 


took to clarets,-and other french. 
wines. Later, we- fought France. 
Claret-was off the wine-list; we’ took 


to Port..The politician of the French.

(The joke of it was, 
that gin had been invented’ by an 
owlish Dutchman who was trying to 
discover a substitute for water). 
They -drank it straight out of the 
still, proof spirit that burnt blue at 
the touch of a flame. They would 
have regarded our present-day “30 
degrees under proof” liquor as a 
kind of teetotal drink. 

Governmental action was ‘glen, 
Gin was curtailed, All the same, it 
persisted. It was drunk neat, dilut- 
ed with cold water, or combined with 
beer in the’ potion still known | as 
Dog’s Nose. ; 

Later, it became the unalterable 
basis of the Cocktail. . 

The origins of the cocktail are 
savagely disputed. Some say that 
the word is derived from the name 
of the daughter of King Axolotl of 
Mexico. There was war between 
the United States and Mexico, ear— 
ly in the nineteenth century. <A 


truce was called, and King Axolotl 


invited the American general to 
have a drink. The general, pre— 
sumably, said: “Well, hell, gee, aw, 
say, gosh, guess that’s mighty civil 
of you, King,” in ‘any case, he ac- 
cepted. The drink was brought. 
But there was only one cup. Who 
should drink first. It was a diplo- 
matic incident. Then, .in the midst 
of a tense silence, the King’s daugh- - 
ter ‘saved the situation by reaching 
out her hand and drinking the drink 
herself. “What isthe name of. this

But exactly what is cocktail? The 
Balance, a North American paper 
published in -1806, says: ‘Cocktail 
is a stimulating liquor composed of 
spirits of any kind, sugar, ‘water, 
and. bitters—it.is-vulgarly. called bit~ 
tered sling, and is supposed to be 
an excellent electioneering potion.” 

Yet if it is a Sling, it is not pro- 
perly a Cocktail. This, however, is 
a matter not worthy of argument. 
There is little doubt that cocktails, 
as. we know them, have their roots 
in. America. In America only,’ did 
one get cocktail operatives such as 
the world-famous ' Jerry Thomas, 
titled “Professor,” who, in. the 


: Shrieking '50’s, officiated inthe bar 


of the Metropolitan Hotel, New 
York. 

He is the real Father of the ‘Cock- 
tail.| He was the product of bibulous 
necessity. Those were-the days in 
New York. Men simply  couldn’t 
taste ordinary drinks. There was 
an epidemic of thirst. People want-. 
ed to drink blood and dynamite. 
“Blow a hole in: my tripes!” they 
would shout. It was a: throwback 
to the old days of Campeachy and 
the Indies, when logwood cutters 
and buccaneers drank boiling rum 
into which gunpowder had been 
stirred. Professor Jerry was some- 
thing of a genits. He knew the in- 
toxicating value of appearances. ‘Jt 
was he'who invented the Blue 
Blazer. People got ‘disgustingly 
drunk, just by watching him mix 
it. The drink itself was less iIntoxicat- 
ing than plain whisky. It must he, - 
because part of the. alcoliol-content 
must’ be burnt out before. one géts 
to drinking it:.

JHE Englishman ‘is a peculiar and 
contradictory animal He has 
no faculty for: political emotion. 
Politically, his lethargy is a force. It 
is difficult to induce him to-vote. He 
is a grumbler, yes. Mon Dieu, and 
what a grumbler he is! Often, hear- 
ing him talk, the stranger receives 
. the impression that England is on 
‘the .verge of a revolution; that the 
day after to-morrow, the Houses of 
Parliament will go up to heaven in 
black smoke; and that there will be 
barricades across.Regent Street; that 
the gentlemen of the House of Lords 
are about to be torn asunder by in- 
furiated mobs, and that liquid fire 
throwers will have to be planted in 
Whitehall to keep back murderous 
thousands who want to disembowel 
the Commons. 

Then, let an election come, and 
he will shrug his shoulders and 
make crosses on. a coupon with which 
he hopes to win £30,000 on the 
wins, losses, or draws of certain 

. football teams. And let a foreigner 

open his mouth in criticism! The 
- Englishman will simply look over 
his shoulder and say:—“If you don’t 
like it, go back to your own coun- 
try.” 

Only once have 1 heard a Lon- 
doner express concern as_ to the 
future of his country. He «said, ° 
in a desperate voice:—“‘God only 
knows what's going to happen to 
England!” And I discovered that he 
was referring to a cricket-match. 


Here, speech is free. At Tower 
Hill and Hyde Park, thousands 
gather to listen to political speeches. 
I tell you, it has the appearance of 
the storming of the Bastille;: the 
seething mass of humanity; the 
shouting; the voices! You approach 
with alarm. Men are talking on plat- 
forms. Seventh Day Adventists, 
Mormons, The Primrose League, The 
New and Latter House of Israel, 
Primitive Methodists, Methodists 
who, presumably, are other than 
primitive, Peculiar Methodists, The 
Communist Party of Great Britain, 
the Trotskyists, a man called Charlie 


who has an unknown grievance, a _ 


man of no known name who ad- 
vocates the universal use of Short~- 
hand Writing, the Catholic Evidence 
Society, the Evangelists, the Salva- 
tion Army, the,Church Army, the 
Fascists, the Socialist Party, the 
Anti-Socialist Party,’ the Public 
Moralist,; Council, 
bellows:—“Lord save me 
S.LN.,” the Flat Earth Theorists, the 
Zionists, the Society for the Promo- 


tion of Christian Knowledge, a deat , 


mute who cannot speak but’simply 
shrieks “Ooook! Ooook!” and points 
to heaven, the Conservative Party; 
the Imperlalist League, the Marxist 


a junatic who - 
from - 


, 


, 
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the Labour Party, the Antl-Pussy~ 
foot League, the Temperance So-~ 


ciety—dozens of them, all bellowing. 


at once. . : 
- The noise is deafening. There is 


also a group of Welsh hymn-singers, . 


which sings to drown a rival group 
composed of Irishmen; and another 
group of singers led-by an old man 
like Mr. Pickwick who has sung 
himself dumb, but still épens and 
closes his mouth. 


The political meetings draw great 


crowds. You feel, for a moment, that 
here, at least, is the politically-mind- 
ed section of the people. Speakers 
strain: themselves to make them- 
selves heard:—“Comrades! Fellow- 
workers! “Workers of all lands 
unite—you have nothing but your 
chains to lose and all the world to 
gain! Down with the bourgeoisie 
and the church! Revolt against the 
boss-class! . . .” 

The people listen, occasionally in- 
terjecting a remark such asi—Who 
killed Cock Robin?” or “Where was 
Moses when the light went out?” 
or “We, don’t want your Christmas 
Pudden.” The great joy of the audi- 
ence is to interrupt. Quotations from 
Marx and Lenin are drowned by 
comic heckling. Few speakers on 


serious subjects can-hold their-lis- ~ 


teners for long. I assure you that 
if there were a revolution in Eng- 
land it could be stopped by a well- 
organised dog-fight in the path of 
the marching rebels, or by’ a pro- 
perly arranged communal rendering 
of the Lambeth Walk. The English- 
man does not wish to troyble with 
deep things. 


He goes to Hyde Park for comedy. 
I mentioned a speaker called Charlie, 
a white-haired old gentleman who, 
it appears, was incarcerated in an 
asylum for burning paper in the 
House of Commons—I think it was 
the Question Book, upon which un- 
known visitors are in the habit of 
writing such phrases as “Little Boy 
Blue,” and “Do Barmaids-eat their 
young?” This Charlie can take the 
crowd away from any politician in 
England. He has his own group of 
hecklers, who carefully, rehearse 
their interruptions. .When he says: 
“And I was thrown,into a lunatic- 


_ asylum without seeing either a law- 


yer or a doctor ” they add, in 
chorus, “—or a plumber or a 
vet!” And when, in indignation, he 
criesi——‘Let me speak!” They re- 
ply:—"Go back to your cheese, you 
maggot!” and end with a rendering 
of what appears to be a battle-song 
of political interpolaters:—

There is, of course, intelligent 
English political opinion. But no- 
body cares, much, at least, nobody 
seems to care. A man like the car- 
toonist Low, for instance, influences 
opinion all over the world with his 
mordant caricatures. He portrayed 
the type of the English Die-Hard, 
the ironbound old Conservative, 
whom he calls “Colonel Blimp”’—a 
fat old military man in a bath-towel, 


‘who says such things as “Gad Sir 
‘Lord Gaspipe is right. We can never 


find our place in the sun until we 
darken the skies with our aero- 
planes.’ There is.such a type. It is 
to be found in the clubs and darker 
corners of the West End, and regards 
labour men like Jimmy Thomas as 
blood-red revolutionaries. 

- Thomas is a case in point. A:trade- 
union leader who worked his way 
up to a seat on the English Cabinet, 
he was at once disliked yet tolerat- 
ed by the men he led. Once, they 
took away his position in the Na- 
tional Union of Railwaymen; he went 
and pleaded that his children would 
starve; and in spite of the fact that 
they knew that his income was fifty 
times greatér than that of the aver- 


’ age working man, they all wept and 


said’ that they did not mean it. 
The Englishman fears extremes in 
politics, as in most other things. 
Above all, ‘he detests foreign. in- 
fluences, The word “Fascism” .con- 


" Jures up in his mind a vision of an~ 


exceedingly greasy man with a curly 
moutache and a barrow-load of hot 
chestnuts. Similarly, “Communism” 
brings forth a conception of a squat 
and bestial Slav, with a filthy beard 
and dripping knife—the Bolshie of 


tradition. Any politician desirous of: 


spreading such ideas must find new 


names and colours for them here. 


. dence which is

The Englishman is the Man on the 
Island: insular; isolated) in mind. 
even to this day; deeply proud of the 
English tradition. In his mind, al- 
ways, there is that love of indepen- 
expressed . in: the 
words “Britons never, never, 
never...” You can wheedle him, 


cajole him, persuade him, by gentle ' - 


means, to do almost anything you 
wish. But beware of bullying him! 
Beyond this point, he turns at bay, 
and js more terrible than any other 
type. Yet language is used which 
is “unparliamentary;” that is to say, 
strong. And mon cher, the very‘ idea 
of fisticuffs in the House ‘of Com- 
‘mons is laughed at! / 

A little while ago, one Member 
slapped the face of another: there 
was a national sensation. Yet such 
things happen in our Chamber of 
Deputies without comment. Aha, the 
joyous battles, when the Left and 
the Right come to handgrips, and 
belabour each other with brief-cases, 
inkpots, and umbrellas? Those 
sweet moments when bearded Minis- 
ters take each other by the throat 
and spit in each other's: evel 

But here, there is nothing of the 
sort. Political demonstrations ‘are 
attended by more.police than pub- 
lic. Everything goes smoothly. And 
politicians in the House, hating each 
other with the peculiar unspoken 
English hatred, refer to each.-other 
as “The Right Honourable Gentle- 
man,” “My Learned Friend,” and so 
on; while the Speaker (who, in ac- 
cordance with traditional English 
paradox, says nothing at all) sits on 
a sack of ‘wool and watches the 
game. 

No, the Englishman is no politi- 
cian, He has an air of resignation 
in such matter: jokes in times of 
crisis, grumbles in times of peace, 
never riots except for the fun of the 
thing; fears God and policemen, but 
nothing else; makes little laws in 
order to break them, and, in general, 
is rather mystifled and disgusted 
than excited at political events. «

THE bed bug infests furniture, 

clothing, baggage, walls, laun- 
dry. . It is not known to bea disease 
carrier, but its bite frequently -re- 
sults in inflammation and ‘welts, The 
most efficient method of eliminating 


bed bugs is to emplay a professional ' 


fumigator working under a licence 
issued by the local health depart- 
ment. Where this cannot be done 
bed bugs can be attacked by heat— 
ing the room or the entire building 
to a temperature, of 120 to'125 de 


_ grees. 
maintained for several hours. 


If this, too, is impossible, bed bugs 


may be attacked by.a solution of 
‘pyrethrum in’ kerosene, This should 
be sprayed so that it comes ‘in con- 
tact with the bed bugs.

‘ be kept open and all fire kept away. 
The infestation of furniture may be 
overcome either by fumigation or by 
liberal application of clear gasoline

CARPET BEETLE 

The carpet beetle, or buffalo moth, 
attacks household furnishings con- 
taining wool, hair, bristles, and 
other animal substances, Effective 
control of the carpet beetle will also 
eliminate moths since that insect in- 
fests the same places and eats the 
same food. Stored clothes can be 
protected from them by sprinkling 
a pound of naphthalene between lay- 
ers of thin paper placed at various 
Jevels' in the clothing. The trunk 
should then be tightly closed. In 
tightly closed closets carpet beetles 
‘ may be eliminated by sprinkling a

COCKROACH 
Cockroaches destroy food, book 
bindings, fabrics, but even more im— 
portant, they are. disease carriers 
and pollute food over which they 
run. To eliminate cockroaches, 


’ trade at roach-free stores and watch 


all boxes or baskets of food ‘and 
laundry brought into the house. 
Fumigation by a professional fumi- 


‘gator is the most effective way of 


ridding the house of roaches. Amat- 
eur exterminators should first fill 
up the cracks which lead to roaches’ 
hiding places with putty, plastic 
wood, or plaster of Paris. Then 


sodium fluoride powder should be - 


sprinkled along the back of shelving 
and drainboards. If possible blow 


the powder with a duster, bellows, . 


or an electric power duster into the 
insects’ hiding places. Sodium fluor- 
ide is poisonous, however, and should 
be kept out of food and away from 
children and pets. 

Pyrethrum powder is g non-pol- 


sonous roach-killer and may be - 


used in the same way. Phosphorous 
pastes are useful. Spread the paste 
on apiece of cardboard and roll.in- 
to a cylinder. Wrap around with a 
rubber band ‘and then place it 
wherever the roaches have been 
destructive. Sprays of kerosene oil 
and pyrethrum extract may be used 
also but it must be remembered that 

these kill only by contact.

A. dog or cat may be rid of fleas by 
the application of a level teaspoon- 
ful of derris powder to the skin 
along the back, neck, and the head. 


‘Derris powder, whose effective agent 


is rotenone, may be diluted with 
talcum. powder to reduce the roten~ 
one content to 1 percent. Pyrethrum 
powder may be used where derris 
powder is not at hand. Infested 
areas in houses and barns should be 
sprayed with creosote oil. Because 
of its odor and because it burns plants 


_ and animals, creosote oil cannot be 


used in every case. Where fleas oc- 
cur, in living quarters, ‘scatter flak 
ed naphthalene over the floor of the 


‘$infested rooms ‘at the rate of 5 


pounds per room. The room should 


‘be kept closed from 24 to 48 hours.

UNTIL the airplane appeared on 
the scene, the. defence of civi- 
lian populations was only of sec- 


ondary importance in a country at ° 


war. Apart from the actual points 
of battle, and from a siege, such as 
that of Paris in 1871, non-com- 
batants ran practically no risk at all. 
This privileged position no longer 
exists, In.1914 enemy airships for 
the first time flew over Paris and 
London, dropping bombs, and giv- 
ing the world a foretaste of the 
new peril,. 

Since then, the great progress 
made in aviation and aerial bombs 
has made it quite clear that the 
whole population of a state at war 
will ‘share the common danger. 

- Accordingly, measures have been 
elaborated to minimise the risks of 
an air attack, There are two ways 
of doing so: the first is to: fight at- 
tacking planes with anti-aircraft 
guns and pursuit planes; this is 
active defence. The second is pure- 
ly defensive,.and involves a con- 
siderable amount of preparation in 
advance, 


Public measures include the look- _ 


out and the claim. If the alarm is 
sounded at night, all lights should 
be put out immediately, or, at least, 
prevented: from ‘filtering out into 
the streets. The simplest ‘method 
of shading lights is to use -thick 
dark-coloured curtains, If these are 
lacking, squares of cardboard canbe 
tacked over the window-frames, and 
strips of the same over cracks in the 
doors. All lights’ in houses should 
be shadded, and coloured bulbs are 
to be preferred. : 

As for street lights, they can be 
extinguished at the central power 
_stop ‘and.close' their lights when

Masks can be worn by all adults 
and by all children over five years 
of age. For children under ‘five, 
special gas-proof “cradles” -have’ 
been perfected. Nevertheless, it is 
best to evacuate all children from 
points of possible danger: 

Certain simple measures ‘taken 
in advance will minimise consider- 
ably the risk of fire, should incen- 
diary bombs be dropped. : Boxes 
of sand should be placed in the 
top stories of all houses; these will 
be of great help: to the local fire- 
.men should a blaze begin. All in- 
flammable material is. to be | re-: 


‘ moved from top stories, and, if a 


-layer of sand about an inch’ thick 
be spread over the floor, it will re- 
strict the effect of thermit bombs. 

Fire-proofing of curtains, drapes, 


clothes, etc. is also advisable. This . 


will not necessarily prevent them 
from burning, but will prevent the 
emission of flames. Vegetable pro- 
ducts such as_ cotton and’ plywood 
need particular attention. On the 
‘other hand, wool products require

no treatment, since they already ful- 
fil the required conditions—of smol- 
dering rather than burning. 

A good fire-proofing solution is 
the following: 

Borax  ...e.eee », 5 oz. 

Boric Acid ........ 5 oz

This does not affect the usual tex- 
tile dyes, and may be used ag a 
spray or as a dip. Should the cloth 
require starching, the starch may 
be mixed with the same solution. 
After washing, the ~ fire-proofing 
should be renewed. 

Woodwork may be fire-proofed 
by painting with the following mix- 
ture: 

(1) Dissolve 10 oz. ammonium 
phosphate in a pint of hot water. 
_ (2) Dissolve half an oz. glue in 
a pint of hot water. Mix the two 
solutions and add half an oz. of 
ochre. or. vermilion. to colour. Ap- 
ply thickly with a brush. 

Collective protection has two 
forms: the first is concerned with 
shelter; the second with evacuation. 

However many bomb-proof cellars 
there may be in a city, they will not 
suffice to protect the whole popula~ 
tion. Consequently the authorities 
have prepared, trenches’ much like 
those used in. the war. They: are zig- 
zag in form in order to diminish the 
number of casualties in case of a 
direct hit. They can accommodate 
four people per square yard and are 
roofed with concrete slabs covered 
with a concealing layer of turf. 

These trenches provide excellent, 
if not perfect, protection against ex- 
ploding bombs. They are perfect- 
ly safe against incendiary bombs 
and those containing toxic liquids. 
However, in case of a gas attack, the 
mask must be donned as usual. 

Evacuation must’ be carefully 


planned in advance. Accommoda- | 


tion should be provided in safe lo- 
calities and certain railroads and 
highways cleared for immediate 
“use. It is not necessary to evacuate 
all centres at once, so long as a swift: 
method for doing so is in readiness. 
‘As has been mentioned. before, 
underground shelters or trenches 
‘ provide excellent protection against 
explosive bombs, There are other 
types of bombs, however: the in- 
cendiary, and the: gas bomb.

NIGHT FLYING 


The utmosphcre was one of intense 
drive and bustle. Way out on our 
Ieft about a hundred young men 
were drilling, In front of us scores 
of machines were being serviced 
ready for night flying. 

The adjutant told:me they do a lot 
ot night flying at Trenton, and wel- 
come hazardous weather conditions. 
“We've flown throughout the winter 
in all sorts of weather. . That's the 
way to equip a man, you know.” 

I asked about Trenton’s role in the 
Empire Plan. He sald that everyone 
was sct to go, and it was prepared to 
take on training a new batch of in- 
structorg. Two hundred at a time.

Next we drove to the seaplane 
section.

In the mess I met the officers. No 
raw young boys here. All of them 
have years. of experience | behind 
them. I T met Squadron Leader-—— 


He told me I had‘an incredulous air, 
“Bit surprised at the size nnd scope 
of the place, ch? It reoliy is a tre- 
mendous show. 
equipped. We'll be turning out more 
instructors than there are pupils 
ready for them if we don't look out.” 

He was one of about 70 crack 
R.A.F. men sent out from’ England, 
a score of whom were stationed aot 
Trenton, He had been expecting a 
crack ut the Nazis when the war 
broke out, but it turned out that 
they sent him to Canada.

DECLARING THAT JAPAN is near the end of her tether 
while China is well on the way to final victory, Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, in a 6,000-word manifesto 
on the eve of third anniversary of the outbreak of the 
Sino-Japanese War, appealed for every ounce of 


effort. 


“If the Chinese people at home and abroad stand solidly 
‘together and continue the war with rockfirm deter- 
mination and with the grim experience gained in the 
last three years’ bloody struggle as guidance,” he said, 
‘“our enemy cannot escape the fate of a total collapse.” 


“The war which Japan boasted she 
would terminate in three m inthe hrs 
dragged on three years,” Tne drenm 
of, quick victory has been shattered. 
The employment of puppets has not 
relieved their difficulties, 


The so-called “New Order Jn East 


‘| Asia” and the Japan-Wang Ching- 


wel sceret ugreement calculated to 
enslave the Chinese natlon perpetual~ 
ly, has further strengthened thr 
Chinese to resist to the end. 

Judging from the military, poll- 
tleal. economic and diplomatic points 
of view, Japan, he observed, {8 daily 
drawing near her doom whereas 
China has greater confidence thun 
ever in winning the ultimate victory. 

Military, he said, the Chinese 
armies are growing stronger ond 
have been able to inflict losses on the 
enemy though with inferior arms. 
In practically all the encounters In 
the past year they were able tn re- 
tain the initiative. 


Democracy New 


Politically, the continued, . the 
foundation for genuine democracy 


has been lald, whereas Japan's poli- 
tleul sctup, inherently unsound, hus 
become more precarious under war 
strain. - 

Since China is now able to manu- 
facture most of her arms and muni- 
tions and has stored up enormous 
quantities of industrial materials, 
Japan's biyeleade will not affect 
China's power of resistance at nll. 

On the contrary, Japan is feeling 
the full economic strain. She {s 
suffering from un acute shortage of 
rice, coal, electricity and other neces - 
saries. Her staggering budget ot 
¥710,300,000,000 and cnormous loans 
are baffling her people, 

Though assuring the ascendancy 
of China, the Generalissimo suid 
there was no place in China for dila- 
torIncss, 


“If our nation ts to survive and 
our posterity.to continue to live the 
Hives of {ree men,” he urged, “we 
must one and.all steel ourselves to a 
more vigorous war of resistance. The 
war must not cease until we have 
achieved our final goal, regardless of 
time."

The text of the documents has 
not yet been received in London and 
anly the German versions are avnil- 
able, 

Informed London opinion, how- 
ever, is that {he German argument, 
now being faithfully echoed in Italy, 
that the documents proved the desire 
of His Majesty's and the French Gov- 
ernment to extend the war is suf- 
clently answered by the facts. 

Germany and Germany alone has 
extended the war ‘by wanton, un- 
provoked aggression an neutrol coun- 
tries, to whom she had given undcr- 
takings to respect their neutrality 
and independence and it fs only, after 
having violated this pledged * word 
that she discovers evidence which 
she alleges justiNes, retrospectively, 
her aggressive action. 


If And When 


At the time when the majority 
of the documents arc stated 
to have been drawn up, namely, 
within the first three months 
of this year Britain and her French 
ally had to consider every possibility 
of German oggression and of ald to 
counter that aggression in various 
parts of the world and It was upon 
such hypotheses that certain plans 
had to be agreed upon to be carricd 
out, if and when the aggression 
took place. 

Neither of the Governments con- 
cerned could have escaped a charge 
of gross neglect had their advisers 
not taken into account all the pos- 
sibilities of German aggression 
against various small neutral States 
and taken steps to meet it. : 

Informed quarters in London state, 
however, that at no time was there 
any plan by the Allies of aggression. 

The Allicd staffs were only con- 
cerned in problems of. defence 
against German attacks, the pro- 
bability of which had been only too 
emphatically demonstrated by the 
long series of German acts of ag- 
gression against her peaceful neigh- 
bours.—British Wireless.

The trip to the German coast was without incident, 
he begon.

The Sergeant-Observer concen- 
trated on the target, diving the 
captain the necessary Instructions. 
Searchiights caught them but thev 
dived under the heama. 


Could Not Be Missed 


They dived almost directly down 
on the Scharnhorst, which was clear~ 
ly visible below them, She could 
not be missed, she was so plain. 

There was n perfect frenzy of 
anti-alrcraft fire, and the, ‘defences 
seemed to be giving everything they 
had. As the R.A.F. ‘plane came 
on down, those in her could eco 
the tracer-bullets coming up at 


poms, 

Several heavy jars shook the 
‘plane. Part of the starboard wing 
was blown away and several holes 
made thetr unwelcome appearance. 
The biggest hole, in the  Cuselae, 


was n foot wide. 

The rear-gunner expected to launch 
into space at any moment, for he 
felt sure his turret would. be shot 
nway. In a dive, of course, the 
rear-punner's turret describes 9 
wider arc than the rest of ‘the 
‘plane. ‘ 


“Stick Of Bombs” 


When dead on line with the tar- 
yet, the Sergeant-Observer released 
n “stick of bombs.” A reddish yel- 
low flame shot up from the. decks 
of the Scharnhorst, apparently from 
the very heart of her and running 
across her from the edge of the dock. 

The R.A.F. ’plane went off, 
pursued by heavy anti-aircraft fire, 

and. then circled around. In a 

quieter spot to have a look around. 

They saw fires springing up every- 
where as the other ‘plaies In the 
raid went in to do their stuff. From 
among the fires came explosion, once 
particularly big one being probably 
caused by an ammunition dump or 
oll tanks. 

As they started to climb, they dis~ 
covered the damage done to them 
by the A.A. fire, and the Sergeant- 
Observer gave the captain the course 
for home.

W. 11, Donald, who was at on time 
editor of the “China Mall” but Is 
now better known as the close 
foreign friend of General Chiang 
Kai-shek, noticed the change dur- 
ing his tenure of ofice—and that 
was some forty years azo! As the 
editor of our 76th anniversary 
issue pointed out, however, the 
editors were not wholly to blame, 
for:— 

“From the earliest beginnings of 
Hong Kong history It is apparent 
that its population was in one sense 
peculiar (We can think of several 
“sensep!'«—P.P.). It was ‘not, of 
course, in indigenous population It 
included none having pride of ha-, 
bitut. It consisted mainly of peo- 
ple who had come with the sole 
business of making money, As the 
place developed, giving occasion 
for the appearance of other and 
worthier motives and objectlves, 
it was only natural that the public. 
opinion of the moncy-zetters 
should not be of the kind that a 
public spirited and honest jour- 
nalist could echo, or “reflect,” or 
express: with ‘whole-hearted -ap- 
proval.

PACIFISM is toeday an unpopular 

creed but tliat docs not condemn 
it as untrue. It fs regarded aos. ua 
doctrine which weakens the will to 
triumph over the forees which nt the 
moment are threntening everything, 
we hold dear.- Such forces if trium- 
phant would crush out pacifism too. 


There Ix something sublime in the 
Hves of men like Gandhi, and Dick 
Shepherd. -Thicy ure so (ransparent- 


‘lay good and so far ubove the general 


ruck of mankind that onc is natural- 
ly drawn towards their ideal, No 
one could accuse them of cowardice. 
On the contrary ‘they exhibit tha 
highest form of moral courage, Phy- 
sicul cournge js often magnificent but 
generally it Is of very short duration 
whereus morul courage requires con- 
tinuous ¢ffort. It gocs on through 


life with the person. It is always 
there if it Js over there, 


Yet however hard one tries it is 
dificult to see how pacifism can do- 
feat Nazism and presumably the 
pacifist would prefer not to live un- 
der Nazi rule, 
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Pacificism In A 
Free Society 


It must be remembered that Puui- 
fis develops in a society where 
freedom prevails und is not permit- 
ted in any of the Totalitariun states, 
It is a penal offence in these coun- 
tries to udvucate such doctrines, Sup- 
posing then the paciiist who has 
grown up ina society which tolerates 
this philosophy but has not acted on 
iL wins aver ty his way of thinking 
the majority of the people, who when 
menaced therefore offer no resistance, 
We hive illustrations of this policy. 
Denmark is probably nearer that 
condition thun any other state. But 
what happens now in Denmark ta 
anyone who expresses an honest view 
that is not upproved by, the -German 
master? What happens In Czecho- 
Slovakia? Institutions of -. higher 
learning are forbidden to tench any 
doctrine that is not in keeping with 
the teuchings of ihe Fuchrer and of 
course newspupcre are rigidly con-= 
trolled. A pacifist then can only de- 
velop his philosophy and: practise 
his ereed in a free society. He may 
SUE Uphold that doctrine when his 
country ts defeated and controlled, 
but he will be excluded from any 
kind of authority within thd: stute 


and will probably be segregated lest ° 


he should Influence others. 


As an ad. persun then he main- 
Quins his pomt of view and if he fs 
consistent he will submit without 
resistance to the demunds of the 
master, When  Epuphraditos. the 
uwner of the slave Epictetus was an- 
wrily twisting the litter's arm, Eple= 
tetus sald: “Be cureful or you will 
break it.”

It Is difficult to conjure up a world 
irom which physical force can be 
excluded, The criminal lke the poor 
will always be with us. The evil 
forces must be ,restralned, und it Is 
the business of a police force ty muin- 
tain order by controlling those who 
tire a menace fo the fe and property 
of their nelghbours, and stl} more 
is it the business of an urmy to 
secure the Independence of the state 
so that indlvidualy might be free tu 
grow up morally, spiritually und phy- 
sleally to the limit of their powers.

This 
docs net mean only our property, 
and our wives and children, but the 
right to maintain our established cus- 
toms and our spiritual and - moral 
vulucs, We believe that our way of 
Nfc is better for us than that. which 
the Germuns would impose and ‘we 
cannot but obstinutely refuse to al- 
ter It, $f our fulth js firmly establish- 
ed. We ure convinced that’ the 
Christian view, of. the individual is 
incompatible with the Nazi‘ doctrine 
and we would be disloyal as trustees 
of that faith If we neglected to de- 
fend it at all costs, 


The Church itself 1s quite explicit 
on the point.

It was the Chureh which sanctified 
the weapons of war and. turned the 
soldier from being a mere bandit in- 
to a defender of the fuith: The whole 
order of Chivalry with its. high code 
of honour was for the Purpose of 
upholding the tencts of the’ Christian 
faith.

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DEFEATING HITLER 


f_AMENTABLE as ‘were the circumstances and cruel as 
was the choice thrust upon Admiral Gensoul, com- 
mander of the French forces in the-battle at Oran, bitter 
as must be the feelings of many Frenchmen, the action 
taken by the Royal Navy on Wednesday to-immobilise the 
French Fleet and prevent it falling intact into the hands 
of Herr Hitler was dictated by a stern necessity permit- 
tine of no possible compromise. 

This is no time to minimise or gloss over the realities 
of the war situation. The kid gloves are off. We do not 
break up families and evacuate women and children from 
places like Hong Kong because we like it. The step at 
Oran ordered by the British Cabinet strained moral cour- 
age to its fullest extent, but it had to be done. 

We can now feel we have moved along the path that 
leads to ultimate victory. We can feel sure, too, that most 
Frenchmen when they fully appreciate the dreadful 
dilemma which the action of Petain posed for the British 
Empire, will, as General Smuts suggested, recognise in 
gratitude that the hand that smote them was so wielded 
in order to save them. - : 

These are dark days. Moments of graver anxiety 
may come ere long. At Oran, the British people proclaim- 
ed their war resolution. The hour was melancholy, and 
there will be no gloating. But our will to victory has 
been shown in a fashion which will lose nothing of: its 
meaning however frequently the facts are discussed and 
debated in the ranks of our enemies, and a great stride 
forward, materially and psychologically, has been 
achieved. , 

All that is needed from this moment onward to en- 
sure the defeat of Hitler and Nazism is civilian steadiness. 
-The absolute necessity of this becomes more apparent as 
we detect the political, as well as the military, nature ‘of 
German blitzkrieg. tactics.. They are clearly aimed as 
much at breaking morale and paralysing the defence as 
in gaining territory. : : 

The military measures to meet the enemy are the pro- 
vince of the commanders; if the civilian population main- 
tains an unbroken spirit it will have played its part. The 
type of offensive adopted by the Germans shows its double 
object. Its vast fury has the quality of “Schrecklichkeit” 
— frightfulness — so, necessary to totalitarian warfare. 
It depends on the element of terror for. its full effects, on 
massed bombers, on utter disregard for loss of life, on the 
use of armies as projectiles. It aims at breaking the spirit 
of a whole people by concentrated horror, 

And it is precisely in this psychological aspect that it 
is founded on an error. ‘The Nazi doctrine itself is found- 
ed on the same cynicism, the same miscalculation of the 
qualities which have made the Democracies great.

The Nazi State is rotten 
because its foundations are 
false. It is based upon false 
science, upon false history 
and upon false ethics. 


Tha first article of faith “ which 
every little Nazi boy and girl has 
drummed into thelr square little 
heads is that there docs exist a 
special race, too which they belong, 
and which js superior to every other 
race on carth. Fiattery is a form of 
poison from which the most innocent 
child is not hnmune, and minds of 
little Nazls are warped from the start 
by this assurance of their own super - 
fority. 


Now, there is a ‘selence of cthno- 
logy, ,and for generations learned 
men have carefully studied the racial 
question and defined the differences 
that divide one race from another. 
This ‘science has never heard of a 
particular branch of the Aryan race 
e which the Nazis imagine they bo- 
long.

Some yeary * ago on an autumn 
afternoon, when walking in the hills 
of berutiful Chekiang, I came upon 
& weuther-beaten old man, day 
dreaming in a hard-backed choir in 
front of his country home. His Jong 
blue gown, neatly trimmed white 
beard and a pair of large, brass- 
rimmed goggles, which hung low on 
rather prominent nose, gave the 
Impression that I waa in the pres- 
sence of one of China's Hterati, a re- 
Me of the Ching days. This may 
have been due to the goggles, for in 
China, perhaps more than anywhere 
else, one fs apt to associate spectacics 
with learning. 


Chang, that’s his name, is a mun 
who bax learned much by reading 
and observation, us I discovered dur- 
ing a pleasant chat that afternoon. It 
also transpired that the old gentle- 
mnn had xeen a great deni of the 
world, that he was a native of a 
historle clty routhewest of Poking, 
and that he spoke English fluently, 


His charming manners, typical of 
cultured Chinese, and his seasoned 
views gripped me, snd while we 
talked IT made a mental note of my 
good luck fn choosing the Path In 
the hills which had Jed to the meet- 
Ing. I hnve often thought so since 
he came to live in Shanghai in 1837. 

Chang's alert mind can always be 
relied on to see things from muny 
ungies, und I have noticed time and 
uguin how willing his countrymen 
are to listen to his views, About 
it week ugo fresh proof of this was 
given when I found him in his re- 
ception room with a *number of 
friends in the midst of a lively dis- 
cussion on the European situation. 
As Is usual on such occasions, he 
soon hud the floor while the others 
uat silent, carried away by a flow of 
excellent mandarin, : 

“There is a good deul of emotional 
“hot alr’ about”, sald he "That is in- 
evituble in times Ike these, though 
it only serves to create un atmos- 
Phere that blurrs the vislon. I know 
quite 2 few foreigners who cannot 
xo through the dey without abusive 
language when Hitler is mentioned.” 

“Down with Hitler!’ might be a 
suitable slogan when charging the 
enemy, but when discussing Europ- 
cun politics in an attempt to under- 
stand the situation an endless stream 
of vituperation, directed against this 
man and the principal figures in his 
camp, is boring. Not only that; it 
gets one nowhere.” ; 

“It fs certain that no human being 
can rise to such unrestricted power 
as Hitler's without It affecting his 
mental balance, Hitler. is no ex- 
ception. Carried away by his mis- 
xuleled emutions he has brought upon 
Europe o terrible catastrophe. But 
Invectives hurled - aguinst- him will 
not change mutters." 

“The business of the moment for 
all who are involved In the tragic 
position is to try und straighten it 
out. Nothing short of cold, objective 
thinking can do that." 

“In Germany, as anyone who tunes 
In by radfo on that counlry will dls- 
cover, volumes of venom are daily 
thrown into the alr uguinst Britain— 
stuff thut might carry weight. -with 
undeveloped minds, and with, thése 
who ure not uware of the environ- 
nent in which they live; but on en- 
lightened communities that know 
what is-going on, it hua us much 
effect us water on a lotus leaf.” 

“But, remurkable | though it muy 
seem, the Germans, notwithstanding 
thelr scientific uchieveinents, have 
not. yet grasped the significance of a 
free press. The press of Britain is 
free. The netions of her statesmen 
are fully and openly discussed. The 
Pros and cons of thelr doings come 
out in the wiish, so to speak, und the 
British public need not look to for- 
eign countries for. information, 
especially to a country with which it 
Is at_wur. Berlin's diatribes ugainst 
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‘There is nothing that can make 
ing than clean, sparkling teeth. 

Tf you want tecth that are really clean and that glisten whon you 
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‘ternal Flame 


Chamberlain and British 
are therefore futile.” 

"As for Teutonic gibes ngainst 
Chamberlain, we, in China, know the 
feclings of our countrymen, In spite 
of thelr own troubles when the news 
came that this venerable old man, 
with creditable disregard of red tape 
und customary official procedure. 
toolt plune-for Germany to mect Hit- 
Ter: He did so in the cause of peace— 
in the cause of humanity."

“The Munich Agreement is public 
property, It was eagerly hailed all 
the world over, It was hailed by the 
German mosses who, freed by it of 
hallucinations, resulting from Indul- 
gence In polsonous narcotics adminis-

tered by Goebbels, paid honest, 
heartfelt tribute to a grent mun. ‘The 
People of China understood.” 

“But Hitler had his eyes on Poland 
ond the drugging was resumed soon 
afterwards." 


“The ‘propagandists of Germany 
are under the delusion that what 
gees down with their regimented 
victims will be swallowed as readily 
by others. German opinion Is mould- 
ed by State-controlled papers and 
by u system of government that recks 
of the Middlo Ages in Europe. In 
those times inquisitors and their 
agents sneaked about in the dark, 
looking through ‘the windows of 
Ughted' cottages or stenIng at doors, 
carelessly left ajar, for incriminating 
evidence against all who might hold 
Independent opinions.” 


“In Germany no one dares to open= 
jy doubt what the news ,agencles put 
out. It amounts to sacrilege to do so, 
since the State which manipulates 
them iy regarded as sacred." 

“The German’ people are con- 
stantly under whut would amount 
to something much worse than mar- 
tlal Juw in democratic countries. 
Anybody at wuny moment is liuble to 
be selzed and put into a concentra- 
flon camp for the least word spoken 
that may not be In harmony with 
the ideus of the rulers." 

“Even when a German is far away 
from his country, ike thore In China, 
he fy most nervous when expressing, 
un gpinion ubout political questions, 
for {eur of it getting to the cars of 
the authorities. I have met Germans 
who speak freely, but they can never 
return lo the Fatherland as Jong as 
Nuzlism js in force.” 

“The British openly criticise thelr 
-government. anywhere and every- 
where when they feel there is rea- 
son lo do su. They consider it their 
right to say what they think and to 
grumble, But who would dreum ot 
orrestlng a Briton for speuking his 
mind?" 

“True, you muy think 1 om pro- 
Britlsh; but if 1 state facts whic: 
easily cun be proved, tvhat matters 
it if they ure pro-Britlsh? Whatever 
js good should be widely advertised, 
never. mind + where the goodness 
comes from. In this little room there 
is 'no,reason to be pro anything but 
the truth, though I frankly confess 1 
do have a leaning towards the Bri- 
tish.” : : 

“T have been In many Jands under 
the Unton, Jack and, ‘as things are in 
this day of human development, 1 
think the conditions in them com-= 
pare most favourably with those in 
the. rest:of the world. . Time docs 
not permit. of details.. Suffice it to 
say that there js a good deal of fuir 
Play in the British muke-up, ond 
that thelr courts of Justice vaminis- 
ter the law without {car or favour, 
These are sure signs of an advanced 
civilization,” . 

“Magna Carta, whieh wus signed 
by un English King In the thirteenth 
century, provides that no free man 
may be put in prison 
against cxeept by the judgment of 
his pegra jm uccordance with the law 
of the land.” 

“A nation which has ved under 
the benign influence of Magna Carta 
for over seven hundred years can- 
not resort to such ‘barburic. persecu- 
tions.ns “have been carried ‘out in 
Germany, ogainst’ the Jews. The. 
world knows the sad and discredit- 
able talc.’ 


“In Germany the machinatlons of '

For 
a people wenried by years of strain 
and suffering, war ound all that is 
connected with it had become 
anathema. On such 0 wave of fecllng 
the Labour Party came into office 
wilh fts slogan of a Insting pence for 
mankind. To sentimentalists the ges- 
ture was a grand one; to the realist 
it was sheer modness: Germany was 
arming—quictly, Intensively, arm- 
ing!" 


“Due to a widespread misconcep- 
tion, a realist fs usually regarded as 
u dreadful belng, one who {fs ever 
ready to make war, one who sees 
only the sinister side of things. This 
is wrong. Realist, Mterally translat- 
ed, means one who realises; .in other 
words, a person who tukes cognisance 
of all the factors of u-case. This, of 
course, docs not preclude his having 
ideals. On the contrary, all realists 
have their Ideals, and they are much 
more lenient In Judging their fellow 
men. Necessarily so, for to be worthy 
of the name, a realist must take inte 
consideration.all the circumstances 
of the case he is dealing: with.” 


“At this stage of man’s evolution it 
iz idle to pretend that anything worth 
keeping—either material or spirituul 
can bo hold without force. This is 
realistic thinking; but, in face of all 
ine facts, what can be said against 
t 


“Merely because one fs well dis- 
posed towards one’s fellow beings is 
not sufficient reason to abandon all 
precautions for the protection of one's 
interests. The realist realised long 
before the fact that Prime Minister 
Ramsay Macdonald's good will ges- 
ture avould fail, It did foil.” 

“And who will contradict me when 
I say that all who infinttely prefer 
the fresh breezes that play about the 
standards of constitutlonul govern- 
ment to the stifllng atmosphere of 


servility und persecution that per- 
vades Hitlerism, rejoiced when the 
news came‘out some yeurs ago that, 
Britain—stirred ut Jast to action by 
a betrayal of her efforts for World 
Peace—was rapidly re-urming.” 

“Why, you ask, should I care about 
all this? My reply is that I um deeply 
interested in the struggle in Europe 
because in it Is Involved the cternal 
principie of personal Ilberty; and be- 
cause whatever progress is made in 
this respect will eventually spread 
all over the earth.” 

“Absolute freedom doves not exist, 
that is clear, Living.as we do in com- 
munities, the well-belng of all must 
be studied. This calls for restrictions, 
which, in democratic countrics, ure 
enforced only for the common weal, 
und not for’ the enrichment or ag- 
grandisement of sume Big Chief and 
his henchmen.” 

“Though an Emperor gut on the 
throne. with supposedly uutocratic 
powers over China's millions they 
were not troubled as long as they 
pald thelr taxes. The machinery of 
government run smoothly as Jong 
as the officials carried out their dutics 
equitably, When an official didn’t he 
Peking in a sedan chair by the peo- 
ple of his district, who deposited 
him in one of the big yamens. This 
was more than a hint that he was not 
wanted. On such occasions the hat 
of office, peacock fcathers, button 
and. all, of — the offending official 
would be hung under. the gate of the 
elty in which he had held office pour 
encourager. les autres!” 

“Sound sense: For how could a bad 
mandarin be allowed to depart, wear- 
ing the insignin of office which he 
hud dishonoured? 

“On the other hund, a good man 
when leaving on retirement or trans- 
fer would be relieved of his large 
boots, These were also hung up un- 
der the city gute, the Idea being that 
his people had. removed his boots 
because they did not want him to go 
away. All this shows that men in 
authority have always hod to watch 
thelr step in China; which Js a pre- 
requisite of true democracy.” 

I wish the old man's oration could 
have been broadcasted tn the terse, 
well-chosen sentences which rang 
out in his own native tongue. It was" 
a pleasure to hear hin. It made mé 
feel sure, wherever one may roam, 
an inner Ught Js ever steadily burn- 
ing somewhere in the great heart of 
mankind that shows the way. 
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a, Neutral Observer Makes.

If avy first day in Germany spoiled 
me with “propaganda food” and “pro- 
paganda comfort" at Lelpzig and my 
second and third dealt with me gent-

It Is possible, nownduys, to obtain 
food In only a few German. trains 
und even at stntlons the sclera of 


drinks, sandwiches and chocolates, 


have disappeared. On the wagonct- 
tes pushed nlong the platform there 
nre only newspapers, cau de Cologne 
tnd toothpaste. No soap, no elgar- 
ettes, nor anything edible. 


The Hittle train [ got into, a typical 
“local, wan the slowest ond most 
hulting thing 1 have ever experlenc- 
ed—and I iknow sume pretty bad 
trains in the oddest corners of the 
ive continents, At ench atation a 
large number of passengers, chiefly 
pearnnts londed with all sorts of 
bundles, got In und out. This extra 
short traffle Is explained by the fact 
that most buses having stoppcd, there 
is no alternative unless it be a cart, 
even for a few miles Journey. 


At one station there was a band 
and a crowd. Indeed the whole vil- 
lage must have been there, There 


was much kissing and hearty slup-. 
- ping on shoulders and, after that, a 


few young Sellows aged nbout 20 got 
into the train. They were recruits, 
very sturdy and gay und a Mttle 
drunk, ‘They shouted = and SU 
themselves hoarse, and kept waving 
thei arins—on which was the white 
and red swastika band—out of | the 
window, when we were well out of 
sight of their village.

Apart from all good = restaurants 
(including the famous Reibenstahl) 
und most hotels belng shuttered up, 
dear old Bayreuth appeured un- 
changed, Same sleepy provincial alr, 
same lovely baroque buildings, same 
old bridges on the “red” Main, which 
was, however, of a deep chocolate 
colour, 


This was my first visit for 12 or 
W oyenrs. Then I hnd come for the 
famous Wagner season.

The 
town was Ilghted only by weak blue 
lights, heavily shaded with cylinders 
of tin, Nuremberg was far more 
severely blacked out than most 
German towns, Becuuse of the large 
number of military establishments in 
it and the fact that it is: one of 
the holy cities of Nazidom, it regards

The next morning I discovered that 
nyost cellars have been arranged ag 
alr-ruld shelters und the immenso 
vaults in the ancient walls of the 
town hnve been blocked in readiness 
with high walls of wood, filled with 
eurth, Onc does not sce many sand- 
bags in Germany. Textiles, even the 
roughest ones, are scurce and they 
have other more imperative uses. 


It is not for nothing that the pow- 
eri-that-be In Germany never miss 
chance to protest that they don’t 
want anything from France, except, 
of course, their old colonies. But 
the thing is deeper than that. Every- 
hody {s firmly persuaded that it was 
Englund who “wanted” the war Eng- 
land that refused to listen to “rea- 
xon”- about Poland, England and the 
British Empire that ts determined to 
take an end of Germany. England 
is indeed Enemy No, 1.

Japanese’ claims notwithstanding 
the territory the Japanese have “oc- 
cupicd” consiats only of points, in the 
form of cltles, and Iines, In the form 
of communication arteries. The 
vast countryside remalns in the 
hands of local |Chinese authorities 
who continue to exercise their ad- 
ministrative. powers, It is the pur- 
pose of thls report to describe the 
polltical structure which has been 
established by the Chinese govern- 
ment -behind enemy - lines, and its 
activities in China's struggle for se)f- 
preservation. 


The term “behind enemy Unes" Ly. 


synonymous with “war area” fn 
China, I¢ refers to the territory now 
temporarily under enemy occupation. 
‘In fnet neide from.a few points along 
lines of communications o small 
umber of cities, the rural arcas are 
over-run by Chinese guerilla units 
and Central Government agents, 
engaging in all forms of war activi- 
tles. For this reason, we do not call 
it “oceupied territory,” nor seized 
territory,” but the “war area.” 

In the present war, China has 
adopted on entirely now strategy. 
In the face of a better-equipped 
army, We ‘could not have won any 
victories [f we had clung to positional 
warfare as conducted during the early 
stage of the hostilities, Instead we 
ure taking full advantage of the 
ebemy's meuger resources, his weak- 
ened economic structure, increasing 
finanelal difficulties and international 
isolation to push our policy of pre- 
lonfied resistance. Our purpose fs 
fo gain time by ylelding space. We 
are to stage a general counter-offen- 
sive when the enemy strength wears 
out, thereby achleving our goal of 
driving all enemy troops out of our 
country. t 

For this reason we have put greater 
emphasis than ever on mobile war- 
fare und guerilla tactics in order to 
entice the enemy troops Into favour- 
able terrains where we could anih!- 
Inte them. Those enguged in guerilla 
warfare are not + Imlted to armed 
units organized, by the clvilians. 
There are large numbers of regular 
troops sent speclally to the war areas 
for gucrilla warfare, 

We are striving in accordance with 
the guiding principles laid down by 
the Generalissimo: — “Turn the 
enemy's rear into a frontline,” “Poll- 
tleal organization and education are 
more Important than military opera- 
tions,” and “The masses are more 
important than the troops.” To corry 
on: political and economic struggles 
behind enemy lines requires’ pro- 
tection by military force; but to bring 
nbout « clos¢r coordination among 
the various activities, the necessity 
was svon felt for the creation of 1 
new political structure In the war 
area, . 

The Kuomintang is the Party of 
Dr. Sun Yut-sen who founded the 
Republic of China. Its Chief Ex- 
ecutive, Generalissimo Chiang Kal- 
shek, is the beloved leader of the 
Chinese people. The party Is 2 na- 
tion-wide organization, striving to 
lead the people in patriotic attivities 
and struggles for the welfare of the 
nation. The original peace-time or- 
funisation, has been greatly streng- 
thened since the war .began by the 
addition of a number of special corps, 
such as the war service corps .and 
the publicity groups. To bring about 
ccordination between these organiza- 
tous, the political and mulitury forces, 
and to unify leadership for the sake 
of grenter efficiency, a three-in-one, 
party, government, and military mao- 
chine has been formed. 


Three-in-one Structure Set Up 

This muchine Is the War | Area 
Party and Polltlcul Affairs Commts- 
ston under the National Military 
Council. Generalissimo Chiang Kal- 
shek Js concurrently its: chalrman, 
and the writer of this report is its 
deputy chairman.. Other members 
of the Commission are concurrently 
ministers or vice-ministers from the 
Central Kuomintang Headquarters, 
the Executive Yuan und the Nattonal 
Military Council. The erection of 
this machine Indicates the emphasls 
we plece on war area activities. It 
represents the concentration of our 
strength for o bitter struggle. 

The commisaion has branches in 
the -yarlous war areas. Chairmen of 
these branches are the commanders 
of the war arenas concerned. . There 
are deputy chuirmen to be in churgo 
of the routine functions. Other mem- 
bers comprise responsible officials in 
the provincial government and Kuo- 
mintang headquarters concerned. 

Under these branches ore district of- 
fices which are responsible for direct- 
ing and supervising all activitles in 
the gucrilla districts, The latter 
are created according to geographical 
conditions, each having .the guerilla 
district commander as its director. 
Under him are two deputy-directors., 
This has been found to be an eMfica~ 
clous way of attaining quicls actlon 
and efiiciency, In the head-oflice 
of the Commission, as well as in {ts 
branches and district offices, there 
ure departments: in charge of party, 
government ond military affairs, all 
working in close cooperation. The 
district offices’ are entrusted - with 
large discretionary powerd,'and thoy 
may act: frst and report to the pro-

Under the district. offces are the 
various counties in the war areas. 
The county [5 0 basic unit in admini- 
stration and local self-government. 
Ordinarlly, the mogistrate has no 
control over troops. But in tho war 
arens, he Js concurrently commander 
of the local self-defence corps. He 
must not leave his county, When 
hurd pressed, he may: move to a 
helghbouring county, where he must 
resume his office. At the carllest op- 
portunity he must return to his own 
district to lead his people in guerilla 
warfare, é 
The magistrate may make deci- 
sions or take actions as he 
secs 6 fit’ «when contact «with 
higher authorities. becomes im~ 
possible, However, he has submit 
detailed reports to his superiors as 
soon os possible afterwards. He can 
establish branch offices when his 
county is cut into two or more iso- 
Inted districts, but in no caso must 
he stop fighting the enemy. Coun- 
‘ties without these district offices re- 
main under the control of original 
administrative organs, 

To intensify economic warfare 
against the enemy, the commission 
has established economic committees 
in the various war areas. These

The enemy slogans: “Mopping-up 
operations ure more important than 
offensives," and “Pacification Js more 
important than military operations" 
show clearly how effective has been 
the flerce struggle we have been put~ 
ting. wp in the war areas, The War 
Area Party und Polltical Affairs 
Commission is the power behind this 
struggle. Its activities go far cun be 
summed up us follows: 


“ MOBILISATION OF THE MASSES 


The most formidable foc of an 
alicn invading army 1s the organised 
and trained populace. Thus, the 
most important work of the Com- 
mission is to organise and train the 
people for popular movement of re- 
sistance in every form. 

The war areas are full of Central 
Government agents. They, under 
the .directlon of the Commission, 
openly or secretly organise the 
masses and enlist them in guerilla 
units or economic gucrilla squads, 
for milltary, political, economic, and 
cultural. warfare. Mr. Leslie C. 
Smith of Reuters Agency, after vislt~ 
ing Shansi in the spring of 1930, 
wrote that the high morale and de- 
termination to resist Js even more 
conspicuous among the musses than 
in the upper classes, and that poll- 
tically and militarily, the people in 
all districts are well organised. 
There is a political education centre 
in every village, no matter how 
small it Ss, responsible for the organ-: 
isntion and training of the villagers. 
What Mr. Smith sald of Shanai fs also 
true of other war areas, The res- 
ponse of the people towards the ob- 
servance of the Nationa) Pact, In- 
froduced by: the National . Spiritual 
Mobilisatlon .Movement has been 
very ratifying, Chinese militury 
success during the past yeur:to u 
great extent has been duo to the co- 
operation of the people in: the war 
areas, o.co-operation whith has-been 
made possible-by the political educa- 
tlon carried on by Central Govern- 
ment agents. ¥ 

The enemy-controlied puppet or- 
ganisations and bogus troops, al- 
though nominally fn the service of 
the cnemy, ure nevertheless often 
ready to come over to our side, They 
also serve os our secret service 
ogents in reporting enemy plana and 
movements. Of the. 400,000 bogus 
troops, more than 150,000 have’ come

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ECONOMIC WARFARE 
LAUNCHED 

Economie warfore us carried out 
by the Commission hag two purvoses. 
One is to checkmate any enemy at- 
tempt In the exploitation of our re- 
sunrces, and the second fs to attain 
economic self-suMelency on our part. 

For the first purpose, we carry out 
a strict blocknde against places now 
under enemy occupation. All articles 
that may be ullllsed by the enemy 
are not allowed to be moved into 
enemy occupled districts, but are 
bought by the government. They 
include foodstuffs, metals, cotton, 
wool, fur, and tobacco, Tea, wond' 
oll, hog bristles, silk, and other ex- 
portable goods are also controlled by 
the government. Farmers living 
‘under enemy control are advised not 
to plant cotton, tobacco, and plants 
useful to the enemy, but to cultivate 
other plants instead, The Commls- 
sion also organises cconomic guerilla 
units for the special purpose of dex- 
troying and sabotaging enemy nnd 
Puppet economic uctivities, The 
smuggling and ‘dumping of enemy 
goods are strictly forbidden. 

To be economically selt-suficient, 
small factories and Industrinl cu- 
operatives nre established in places 
throughout the war orcas. These 
factories und co-operatives are cs- 
tublished in mountainous regions 
and close to sources of raw materials. 
Acchnin of’ dustrinl co-operntives 
now dots the war areas. 

Regarding small factories, we cun 
cite the village fuctories around 
Wusih. on the Shanghal-Nanking 
Railway ns an example. Although 
the clty 1s under Japanese occupa- 
tion, the Wusih suburbs huve 200 
small silk filatures with 3,000 reels 
Working at full schedule, these smull 
factorles under Chinese contro] pro- 
duce more thon the total output of 
the factories under the enemy con~ 
trolled “Central China Silk Com- 
pany.” 

The Commission is alxo  respon- 
sible for a currency war ngainst the 
enemy in the war areas. The enemy, 
by threats of confiscation and the 
death gin forblds the use of 
Chinese legal tender notes. Never- 
theless, except in places under 
enemy control, Chineso legal tender 
notes are circulated freely and wol- 
comed heartily by the populace in 
‘the war areas, . 

The government has exempted all 
taxes in the war areas, but muny of 
the péople are stlll coming ,volun- 
tarily to far-off county government 
offices, usually Hidden in out-of-way 
villages, to pay their duca, 

In the wake of atrocities, the 
enemy puts on another mask und 
tulka about “The New Order In East 
Asia.” Such propaganda Is analysed 
and counter-attacked by the Com- 
mission's publicity agents, who tell 
the people the truth to strengthen 
their patriotism. ; 

Although Chinese colleges and 
universities have been moved from 
war arcas to interlor China, middle 
schools remain behind on a mobile 
basis. Large numbers of the students 
of these schools, through experience 
in the struggle, have becoma capa- 
ble and enthusiastic workers, 

The enemy trics to control our 
primary schools by introducing pup~ 
pet text-books. But the school 
teachers, working at great risk, 
secretly give the children a nation- 
alistic e@ucation. The work js difl- 
cult. But these teachers,” with the 
spirit of murtyrs, have overcome 
diMculties and achieved good .re- 
sults, Some of them havo: pald the 
highest ‘sacrifice, but the great. task 
of nourlshing Ching’s new :geonera- 
tion goes on.
